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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the original 
specification on page 5, line 1 1 "shock" should read - -socks - - . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the socks must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). It is not clear as to whether the 
socks or shoes are now shown. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is not clear as to whether a garment system is being claimed with multiple components 
or if separate insect garments are being claimed. On page 6, lines 1-2 it is not clear 
as to what the elastic band structure encompasses and as to how it performs as 
described in lines 1-2. Line 8 is also unclear. On page 7, lines 9-14 it is not clear as to 
how the "elastic band" has "elasticity support to be separate from the human body". Is it 
actually the thickness of the bands themselves that separates the net frame from the 
wearer? The actual structure of the inventions not clear. It is not clear as to whether 
the net includes adhesive to have insects adhere thereto for entrapping the insects or 
whether the net includes adhesive in order to attach the net to a base frame garment so 
that the net can be replaced as desired and disposed of after use. It is not clear if the 
adhesive allows the net to adhere to the base fabric garment or is to entrap insects. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-6 are indefinite for the same reasons as 
discussed above. It is also not clear as to whether separate garments are being 
claimed or whether an entire garment system with separable components are being 
claimed. Only a system or connectable garment configuration should be claimed in a 
single claim. Claim 2 is confusing. Items are listed that are no in the figures or properly 
disclosed. The shoulder strips, waist coat, over shirt and belt in addition to wristlets 
were not properly disclosed or shown and should be deleted. Separate garments may 
be subject to an Election of species requirement. The alternate components within 
claim 1 should be deleted and only one single embodiment should be claimed. 

However, the claims.a s best understood, have been claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gill 
(US 2,344,811). 

Gill discloses a protective garment 10 constructed of a protective net of 
ventilative cloth to be worn as claimed with a fastener to fasten the garment on the 
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human body including the elastic 16. Gill also includes a cap 18,19; mask 20, upper 
garment 14, anklets 16, stocking 15 or leg portions all formed of the claimed materials. 
The surface of Gill also includes an insecticide as broadly claimed. (See Gill, col. 2, line 
18; page 1 , col. 1 , line 53 - col. 2, line 37). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gill in 
view of Lemoine and Forte. 

Gill discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, Gill does not 
specifically disclose the glove portion or sock portion. Lemoine and Forte disclose insect 
garments wherein Lemoine discloses a hand covering or glove and Forte discloses a 
sock covering. Accordingly it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the garment of Gill to include a 
glove portion as disclosed by Lemoine (figure 7)and a sock as discloses by 
Forte(figures) in order to cover the hands and feet of the wearer to protect the entire 
wearer from insects. Adding a foot and hand covering to the Gill garment would have 
been an obvious design expedient in order to cover the entire wearer. Such all 
enclosing protective garments are well known in protective garment construction. 
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Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gill 
in view of Stubler(US 4,424,642). 

Gill discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for the adhesive on 
the net material. Stubler discloses an adhesive used on materials to attract insects for 
their demise and removal in order to protect users. Accordingly it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the net material of Gill to include an insect attracting adhesive in order to attract 
and kill the insects to protect the wearer. The Gill material already contains an 
insecticide that kills insects The insects adhere to the sticky surface of the adhesive 
andare killed with the insecticide. Such materials are widely used to attract and kill 
insects and adding the adhesive to the Gill net would have been an obvious 
modification. (See Stubler, col. 1 , lines 30-39, line 63 - col. 2, line 4).
